Infomuch as the common talkeofour neighbour Jxdtans . 
on all fides was of the preparation they made to come 
againft vs, In reafon aman would thinke they fhould 
haue now more caufe-to feare vs than before our fupply 
+. came: but though none cf them were prefent, yet vn-

derftanding by others that they neicher brought Armes 
nor other prouifions with chem, but wholly relied on vs, 
ic. oceafioned them to fleight and braue vs with fo many 
threa s as they did. Atlength came one of them tO Vs, 
who was fent by Coxazacus their chiefe Sachie or Kin 

accoropanicd with one Tokemshamon a friendly India. 
This micffenger inquired for Tifquantum our Interpre- 
rer, Who noc being at home feemed rather to be glad chan 
forry, and leauing for hima bundle of new arrowes lap- 
ped ina rattle Snakes skin, defired to depart with, all.exs 
pedition. Buc our Gouernours not knowing what to 
make of chis ftrange cariage, and comparing it with ghac 
we had formerly heard, committed him-to the cuftodie 
of Capzaine Standish, hoping now to know fome certain- 


‘tic of chat we fo often heard, either by his owne relacion 


to Vs, OrtoTi/gxantum at his returne, defiring my felfe, 
hauing {peciall familiaricie with the other fore-named [ns 
dian, to fee if I could learne any thing from him, whofe: 
anfwer was {paringly ro this effet; thar he could nor cer- 
tainly cell, but thought they were enemies to vs, That 
night Captaine Stadifb gaue me and another: char 
him, and gaue vs order covie him kindly, and that hee 
fhould nor want any thing he defired, and to take all occa- 
frons to talkeand inguire of the reafons of thofe reports. 
we heard, and wichall! co fignifie chat vpon his true rela- 


tion he fhould be fure of his owne frecdome. At firft feare- 


fo potfelt him, that he could {carce fay any thing: bur in 
the cnd became more familiar, and told vs chat che mef- 
fenger which his Mafter fencin Summer co treat of Peace, 
at his recurne perfwaded him rather to watre ; and tothe 
end he might prouske him thereunto, (as appeared to 
him by our reports) de.ained many of the things were 
fence him by our Gouernour; {corning the meannetTe of 
them both in refpeét of what himfelf had formerly fene,8& 
alfo of che greatneffe of his owne perfon ; fochar he much 
blamed the former Mellenger, faying , that vpon the

ys. Of chis we informed the Gouernour and his Af—i- 
ftanc, and Captaine Standi/b, who after confulration con- 
fidered him howfoeuer but in the ftare of a meffenger, 
- and ic being as well againft che Lawof Armes amongtt 
them as vs in Exrepe, to lay violent hands on any 
fuch, fet him atlibercy, che Goucrnour giving him order 
to certifie his Matter that he had heard of his large and 
| many threatnings, at which hee was much offended, 
| _ daring him in thofe refpeéts to the vimoft, if he would 
! not be reconciled to liue peaceably as other his neigh- 
| = bours 5 manifefting withall (as euer) his defire of 
peace ; but his fearele(Te refolution, if he could norfo lites 
amongtt them, After-which he caufed meat to be offe- 
red him, but he refufed to eat, making all {peed to ree 
turne, and giuing many thanks for his liberty. Buc re- 
quefting the other Jsdian againetoreturne, the weather 
being violent, he vfed many words to perfwade himto 
- ftay longer, but couldnot. Whereupon he left him, and 
faid ke was with his friends,and would not take aiourney 
| in fuch extremitie. 

Afcer this when 7i/guantem rerurned , and the ar- 
| rowes were delivered, and the manner of the mef{engers 
cariage related, he fignified to the*Goucrnour, that to 
fend che rattle Snakes skin in that manner, imported en- 
mitie, and that ir was no better thanachallenge. Here- 
: upon after fome deliberation, the Gouernour {tufted che 
| skin with powder and fhor, and fent it backe, returning 
no le(fe defiance to Cowanacus, alfuring him if hee had 
: fhipping now prefent thereby to fend his men to Naxo- 
| higganfer (the place of his abode) they fhould not need 
| to come fo farre by land to vs: yet. withall fhewing 
| chat they fhould never come vnwelcome or vnlooked 
for. This metJage was fent by an /udian, and delivered 
in fuch fort, as ic was no {mall tervour to this fauage

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King, infomuch as hee would not once touch the ~

Country. Whereupon the Metlenger refuling ir, ano-

making foure bulwarkes or ietties without the ordina- 
rie circuit of the pale, from whencg wee could-defend..

the fourth in time to be. This being done, Cap- ; 
taine Standifa divided our ftrength into foure fquadrons - 


or companies, appointing. whom hee thought moft fic. 


to haue commarid of each; And at agenerall Mutter or, 


Trayning, appointed each his place, gaue each his Come - 
panic, giving chem charge vpon cuery alarum to refort - 
cotheir Leaders to their appointed place, and in his ab-- 
fence, to be commafided and direéted by them, That.. 


done according to his order; each drew his Come. 
- panie to his appointed place for defence, and there - 


together difcharged their muskers,. After which they 


broughe their new Commanders to their houfes, | 


where againe they graced chem with their fhor, and- 
fo departed. | | 
Fearing alfo left the enemie-at.any time fhould take. 
any aduantage: by firing our houfes, Capraine Standifh 
appointed a certaine-Companic, thae whenfoeuer they: 
faw or heard fire to be cryed in the Towne, fhould 
onely betake themfelues to their Armes, and fhould | 
| . | lnclo{e 


In the meane time, knowing our owne weaknefle, . - 
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inclofe the hoiife or place fo indangered, and ftand 


_‘aloofe on their guard, with their backs towards the 
‘fire, to prevent trechery, if any were in that kinde 


antended. Ifthe fire were in any of the houfes of this 
guard, they were then freed fromit, buf not otherwife, 
without fpeciall command. iecle 

: Long’ before this time wee promifed the peaple of ' 
Maffachufet 1 the beginning of March to come vu- 
to them, and trade for cheir Furres, which being chen 
come, we began to make preparation for that voyage, 


Inthe meane time, an [ndsan called Hobbamock, who 


ftill dived in the’ Towne,’ told vs, that hee feared che 
CMaffachufers or Maffachufeucks “(for they fu called 
the people:of that place) were ioyned in confederacy ° 
with the Nanehigganneucks , or people of Nanohiggan-— 
fet’, and that they therefore would take this opportu- 
nitie to cut’ off Captaine Stazdifh and his company 
abroad: but howfoeuer in the meanetime, it wasto be — 
feared chat the Nanobigganeuks would alfaule rhe Towne 
at homie, giuing many reafons for his tealoufie, as alfo » 
that T7/quantum was in the confederacie, who we fhould ~ 
finde:would vfe‘many perfwafions to draw vs from out © 
fhallopsto the Zadians houfes for their better aduancage. 
To confirme this his iealoufie he told vs of many fecrer 


paffages that patfed betweene him and others, hauing | 


their meetings ordinarily abroad in the woods: bur if 
at home howfoeuer he was excluded from their fecrecie, 
faying fc was che manner of the Zvdians when they meant 
plainly ro deale openly: burin this his pra@tife there was 
no fhew of honeftie. - | 
Hereuponthe Gouernour, together with his AMiftane 
and Capitaine Standfh, called together fuch, as by them 
were thoughr moft meet for aduice info weightic a buli- 
nelle, who after confideration hereof came to this refolu-: 
tion ; That as hitherto vponall occafions betweene them, 
and vs;we had euer manitefted vndanted courage and refo- 
B.3 - lution, . 
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lution, fo itwouldnot now ftand with our fafetie to mew. 
vp our felues in our new-enclofed towne, parely becaufe 
our Store was almoft emptie, and therefore mutt leeke out 
for our daily food, without which wecould not long fub- 
fit; buc efpecially for that thereby chey would fee vs dif 
maied, & be encouraged to profecute their malicious pure . 
pofes , wich more eagerneife than euer they intended ; 
whereas onthecontrary,by the bleffing of God, our feare- 
leffe carriage might beameanesto difcourage and weaken 
their proceedings. And therefore thoughe beft co pro- 
ceed in our trading voyage, making this vfe of that wee 


heard, to goc the better prouided, and vie the more cares 


fulnefle both at home and abroad, leauing the eucnt tothe 


-difpofing of the Almightie, whofe prouidence as it had 


hitherto beene ouer vs for good, fo we had now no caufe 
({auc our finnes) to difpaireof his mercic in our preferuas 
tion and continuance, where wee defired rather ro bee in- 
ftruments of good to the Heathens aboutws, thanto giue 
them the leaft meafure ofiutt offence. s1e9) 
All things being now in readineffe, the forenamed 
Captaine with ten -men, accompanied with Ti/quantum 
and Hebbamsock, fet forwards for the Maffachufets: but 
wee had no foonerturned the point of the harbour called 
the Guruets nofe (where being becalmed wee let fall our 
grapnell, to fet things to rights, and prepare torow) bur 
there came an Indian of Ti/quantums family, runningto 
certaine of our peoplethat were from home with all eager 
nelfe, hauing his face wounded, and the bloud till fre(h on 
the fame, calling to themto repaire home, ofc looking be- 
hinde him, as if {ome others had him in chafe, faying thae 
at Namafchet (a towne fome fifteenemiles from vs) there 
were many ofthe Nanchicganfets, Maffal/ewat our fuppo~ 
ied friend, and Conbatant our feared enemic, with many 
others, with arefolution to take aduantage onthe prefene 
opportunitie, to aflaule the rowne in the Capraines ab. 
{encc, affirming that he receiued the wound in hisface for 
; Speaking 
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{peaking in our behalfe, and by fleight efcaped, looking 
oft backward, asif he fufpeétedthemto bearhand:) This 
he affirmed againe othe Gouernour, whereupon he gave 
command thar three peece of Ordnance fhould bee made 
ready and diicharged, tothe end chaz if we were not out of 
hearing, wemightreturnethereat. Which we no fooner 
heard, but wee repaired homeward with all conuenienr 
{peed, arming our felues, and making ail in readinetle 
to fight. When wee entred the harbour, we faw the 


‘Fowne likewife on cheir guard, whither we haited wich 


all conuenienc fpeed. The newes being made knowre 
vnto vs, Hebbamock said flatly that it was falfe, alluring 
vs of Ma(faffowats faichfulnetle 5 howfoeuer he prefumed 
he would neuer haue vndertaken any fuch aét wichour 
his priuitie, himfelfe being a Pinfe, chat is, one of his: 
chiefeft champions or men of valour, it being the man- 
ner amongit chem not. to vndertake fuch enterprifes 
without the: aduice and furtherance of men of that 
ranke, »To this the Gouernour anfwered, hee fhould 
be forry that any iuft and necellarie occafions of warre 
fhould arife berweene him and any the Sauages, bute 
efpecially: Afaffaffowat, not that hee feared him: more 
than the reft, but becanfe his: loue more exceeded 


towards: him than any. . Whereunto Hobbamock re- 


plyed;, There was no caufe wherefore hee fhould 
diftruft. him, and therefore fhould doe well to continue 
his atfeCtions, 

Bur to the end-things might be: made more’ mani- 
felt, the Gouernour caufed Hobbamock to fend his wite 
with all priuacie to Packanokick the chiefe place of 
(Mallaffawats-refidence, (pretending other occaliors} 
there to iaforme herfelfe, and fo vs, of the right ttace of 
things, When fhee came thither, and faw all things 

uiet, and thae no fuch matter was or ‘had beene incen-- 
ded, told AMaffaffowat what had hapned at Plimoth, (by: 
chem called Patzxer) which when hee vaderltood, he 
was

was much offended at the cariage of Zi/gaautum,returning 
many thanks to the Gouernour for his good thoughts of 


him ; and affuring him chat according to their fiitt Arti- 


cles of peace, he would fend word and giue warning when 
any {uch bufinetle was towards, | : 


Thus by degrees wee began to difcouer Tifquans |

tum, whofe ends were onely to make himfelfe greatin 


the eyes of chis Country-men, by «meanes of his neere- 
nefle and fauour with vs, not caring who fell fo hee 
{tood. In the generall, his courfe was to perfwade 
them hee could lead vs to peace or warre at his plea- 
fure, and would oft threaten the Jvdians, fending them 
word in a private manner, wee were intended fhortly 
to kill them, chat thereby hee might get gifts to him- 


felfe to worke their peace, infomuch as they had him 


in greater efteeme than many of their Sachimss yea 
they. themfelues fought to him, who promifed them 
‘peace in refpeét ef vs 5 yea and proteétion alfo, fovas 
they would refort to him. So that whereasdiuers:were 
wont to relicon AZaffaffowat for proteétion, and refore 
to his abode, now they began to leaue him, and feeke 
aiter Zi/quantum, Now though. hee could not make 
good thefe his large promifes, efpecially becanfeofthe 
continued peace betweene A4a(faffowat and vs, he there- 
fore raifed this falfe alarum, hoping whileft things were 
hot in che heat of bloud, to prouoke vs to march into 
his Country againft him, whereby he hoped to kindle 
fich a flame as would not eafily be guenched, and 
hoping if that blocke were once remoucd, there were 
no other betweene him and honour ; which he loued as 
his life, and preferred before his peace, For thefe and 
the like abufes, che Goucrnour fharply reproued him, 


yet was hee fo neceffarie and profitable an inftrumenc, 


as at that time wee could not mifle him, But when 
wee vnderftood his dealings, we certified ll the /di~ 
ans of our ignorance and inmocencie therein, alluring 
them 
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phem till they begun with vs, they fhouldhaue no caufe’ 


to feare, And if any hereafter fhould raife any {uch re- 
ports, they fhould punifh them as liers and feekers of 
cheir and our difturbance, which gaue the Jndians good 
fatisfaétion onall fides, - | ; 
After this, wee proceeded in our voyage to the 
(Maffackufers , where wee had good ftore of Trade, 
and (blelfed be God) returned in fafety, though. dri- 


-uen from before our Towncin great danger and-extre- 


miti¢e of weather, 
At our returne, wee found Afaffaffowar at the 
Plantation, who made his feeming inft Apologie 


for all: former matters of accufation, being much 


offended and inraged againft 77/guantum, whom the 
Gouernour pacified as much as hee could forthe pre- 
fent. Bur not long after his departure, hee fenta 


-meffenger to the Gouernour, intreating him to giue 


way to the death of Ti/quantum, who had fo much 
abufed him. But the Governour anfwered ; :Al- 
though hee had-deferued to die both in refpeéct of 
him and vs; yet for our fakes hee defired hee would 
fpare him, and the rather becaufe without him hee 
knew not well how to vnderftand himfelfe, or any 


other the Zvdians, With this anfwer the meilenger 


returned, but came againe nor long after, accom- 
panied with diuers others, demanding him from 
Maffaffewar their Matter, as being one of his fub- 
iets, whom by our firft Articles of peace wee could 
yiot retaine: yet becaufe hee would noe willingly dos 
ic without the -Gouernours approbation, offered him 
many Beuers skins for his confent thereto, faying, 
that according to their manner, their Sachim had 
fent his owne knife, and chem therewith, to cut off 


his head and hands, and bring them tohim, To 


which the Gouernour anfwered 5 It was not the man- 


ner of the Exgli/s to fell mens lines at a price, bue 
ein Cc when 
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when they had deferued iuftly to die, to giue thent 
their reward, and therefore refufed cheir Beauers as 
a.gitt’: but fent for Ti/q#antum, who though hee 
knew cheir intent, yet offered not to flie, but came 
and accufed Hobbamock, as the author and worker 
of his ouerthrow; yeelding himfelfe to the Gouer- 
nour to bee fent or not according-as hee thoughe™ 
meet, But at the infant, when our Gouernour was 
ready to deliuer him into the hands of his Execu-- 
tloners, a Boat was feene at Sea to crofle before our 
Towne, and fall behinde a head-land not farre off: 
whereupon, hauing heard many rumors of the French;. 
and not knowing whether there were any combina-: 
tion becweene che Sauages and them, the Gouer-: 
nour told che /ndraxs, he would firlt know what Boat 
chat was ere he would deliuer him into their cuftodie, 
But being mad with rage, and impatientat delay, they: 
departedin great heat, eat 
Here lec mee not omit one notable (though 
wicked ) practife of this Ti/quantum, whe to the end. 
he might potfetfe his Countrymen with the greacer. 
feare of vs, and fo confequently of himfelfe, told 
them wee had the plague buried in our ftore-houfe, . 
which at our pleafure wee could fend forth to what 
place-or people wee would, and deftroy them there- 
with, though wee ftirred not from home, Being vp-. 
on the fore-named brabbles fent for by the Goucr- 
nour to this place, where Hobbamock was and fome ~ 
other of ys, the ground being broke in the middeft: 
of the houfe, (whereunder certaine barrels of powder 
were buried, though vnknowne to him) Hobbawock: 
asked him what it meant? To whom he readily an- 
{wered; That was the place wherein the plague was | 
buried, whereof hee formerly told him and others, 
After this Hobbamock asked one of our people, whe- 
ther fuch a thing were, and whether wee had fuch 
command. 
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command of it? Who anfwered no; Bur the God 
of the Englifh had it in ftore, and could fend it 
ac his pleafure to the deftruétion of his and our 
enemics. | | . 


This was, as T take ic, about the end of May 1622, 


_At which time our ftore of viétuals wes wholly fpent, 


‘hauing lived long before witha bare and fhort allow- 


ance: The reafon was, that fupply of men before 
‘mentioned, which came fo vnprouided, not landing 
fo much asa barrell of bread or meale fortheir whole 
company, but contrariwife receiued from vs for their 
fhips ftore homeward, Neither were the fetters forth 
thereof altogether co be blamed therein, but rather cer- 
taine amoneft our felues, who were too prodigall in 
their wricing and reporting of that plenty we enioyed. 
But that I may returne. 

_ This Boat proued to be a Shallop that belonged 


toa filhing fhip, called the Sparrow, fet forth by 
Matter Thomas Wefgon, lave Merchant and Citizen of - 


London, which brought fix or feuen paffengers at 
his charge, that fhould before haue beene landed at 
our Pjantation, who alfo brought no more prouifion 
for the prefenr than ferued'the Boats gang for their 
returne to the fhip, which madeher voyagear a place 


called Damarins Coue neere Alunhiggen {ome forty 


leagues from vs North-eaft-ward ; about which place 


there fithed aboue thirty faile of fhips, and whither 


my felfe’ was imployed by our Gouernour , with or- 
ders to take vp {uch vidtuals as the fhips could{pare, 
where I found kinde entertainment and good refpeét, 
with a willingneffe to fupply our wants: Bur being 
not able to fpare that quantitie I required, by reafon 


of the neceffitie of fome amongft themfelues, whom, 
they fupplied before my comming, would not take. 


any Bils for the fame, but did .whatchey could free- 
ly, wifhing their ftore had beene fuch as they might 
| cee C2. in 
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in greater meafure haue expreffed their owne loue, 
and fupplied our neceflities, for which they forrow- 


ed, prouoking one another to the vemoft.of their aa 


bilities which alchough it were noc much amongft, 
{fo many people as were at the Plantation, yer through 
the prouidenc and difcreet care of the Gouernours, re- 


coucred and preferued ftreagth cill our owne crop on 


the ground was ready, a 
Hauing difpatched there, I returned home with 
all {peed conuenient , where I found the ftate of the 


Colonie much weaker than when I left ic: for till 
now wee were neuer without fome bread, the want, 
whereof much abaced the ftrengch and flcth of fome,. 
and {welled others, But here it may be faid, if the. 
‘Country abound with Fifh and Fowle in fuch meafure . 
as is reported, how could men vndergoe fuch mea- 
fure of hardnetfe, except through their owne negli- 


gence? I anfwer; Euery thing muft be expeéted in 
its proper feafon, No man, as one faith, will goe 
into an Orchard in che Winter 6 gather Cherries : 


fo hee that lookes for Fowle there in the Summer,.. 
will be deceiued in his expe@tation. The time they. 


continue in plenty with vs, is from the beginning of 
Oftober to the end of March: but thefe extremities 
befell vs in May and June. I confeffe that as the 


Fowle decreafe, fo Fifh increafe.. And indeed their. 


exceeding abundance was a great caufe of increafing 


our wants. For though our Bay and Creekes were 


full of Baile, and other fith, yet for want of ft and 


flrong Saynes, and ‘other netting, they for the moft 


part brake thorow. and carried all away before them. 
And though the Sea were full of Cod , yet wee had . 
neither tackling nor harfeis for our Shallops. And _ 


indeed had wee not beene in a place where divers 


forts of fhell-fith ‘are that may be caken. with the 
hand, wee muft haue perifhed, vnleile God had rai-.

preferuation, — ‘ | 

In the time of thefe ftreits (indeed before my go- 
ing to Afunhiggen ) the Indians began againe to caft 


forth many infulting fpeeches, glorying in our weak- 
-neffe, and giving out how eafie it would beerelong 


to cuc vs off Now alfo Alaffaffowar feemed to 
frowne on vs, and neither came or fent to vs as for- 
merly, Thefe things occafioned further thoughts of 
Fortification: And whereas wee haue a Hill called 
the Mount, inelofed within our pale, vnder which 
our Towne is feated, wee refolued:to ereét:a Fort 
thereon, frem whence a few might eafily fecure the 
Towne from any affaule the Zzdians can make, whi- 
left the reft might be imployed as occafion ferued, 
This worke was begun with great eagernelle, and 
with the approbation of all men, hoping that this 
being once finifhed, and a continuall. guard there 
kept, it would vtterly difcourage the Sauages from ha- 


wing any hopes or thoughts of rifing againft vs. And 


though it tooke the greateft part of our ftrength from 
drefling our corne, yet (life being continued) we ho- 
ped God would raife fome meanes in ftead thercof for 
our further preferuation. | 

In the end of June, or beginning of Iuly, came 


- into our harbour two fhips of Mafter 7e/fows atore- 


faid, the one called the Charitie, the other the Swan, 
hauing in them fome fifty or fixty men fent ouer at 


‘his owne charge to plant for him, Thefe we recei- 


ued into our Towne, affording them whatfocuer 
curtefie our meane condition could afford, There 
the Charitie, Being the bigger fhip, left them, hauing

felues at Plsoth, whileft fome moft fit foughe out a 
place for them, . That little ftore of corne wee had, 
| | C. 3 was 
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was exceedingly waited by the vniuft and dithonet 
walking of chefe ftrangers, who though they would 
fometmes {eeme to helpe vs in our labour about our 
corne, yet {pared not day and night to fteale thefame, 
it being chen eatable, and pleafanc to tafte, though 
greene and vnprofitable, And though they receined 
much kindnefie, fee light both by it and VS 5 not 
{paring to require the loue wee fhewed them, with {e- 
cret backbitings, reuilings, &c, the chiefe of chem be- 
ing foreftaled and made againft vs, before they came, 
as after appeared : Neuertheletfe for their Matters —

fake, who formerly had deferued well from vs > wee 
continued to dog them whatfoeuer good or furthe- 
rance wee could, attributing thefe things to che want 
of confcience and difcretion , expecting each day, 
when God in his prouidence would disburden vs of 
them, forrowing chat their Ouer-feers were not of 
more abilicie-and fitnefle for their places, and-much 
fearing what would be the iffue of fuch raw and yncon- 
{cionable beginnings, k 

At length cheir Coafters returned, having found in 
their iudgement a place fic for plantation, within the 
Bay of the (Maffachufets, ata place called by the _ 
Indians Pichagufeuffet. To which place the bodie of 
them went with all conuenient {peed , leauing fill 
with vs fuch as were ficke and Jame, by the Gouers 
nours permiflion, though on their parts vndeferued, 
whom our Surgeon by the helpe of God recouered 
as for them, and they fetched home, as occafion — 
ferued. a 


They had not beere long from vs, erethe Indians 


filled our eares with clamouts again{t them, for ftealing 
their corne, and other abufes conceiued bythem. Ac 
which wee grieued she more, becaufe the fame men, in- 
mine owne hearing, had beene earneft in perfwading 
Captaine Stazdifb, before their comming to folicite our. 
7 Gouernour 
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- Goruernour to fend fome of his men to plant by them, 


alledging many reafons how it might be commodions 

for vs. But we knew no meanes to redretfe thofe abufes, 

fauereproofe, and aduifing themto better walking, as 

occafion ferued, | 

_ In theend of dvgu/t came other two thips into our 
harbour, theone (as I take ir) was called the Di/conerie, 

Captaine Jones hauing the command thereof, the other, 
wasthat thip of M'. Weffons called the Sparrow, which 

had now made her voyage of fifh, atid was conforted 

with the other, being both bound for Virginia, Of 
Captaine Jones wee furnifhed our felues of fuch prouifi- 

ons as we moft needed, and he could beft fpare; who as 

hee vfed vs kindly , fo made vs pay largely for the 

things wee had, And had notthe Almightie, in his 

All-ordering Prouidence, dire&ted him to vs, it would 


_haue gone worfe with vs, than euer ic had beene, or 


after was : for, as weehad now but {mall ftoreof corne 
for the yeere following: fo for want of fupply , wee 
were worne out of all manner of truckmg-fluffe, not 
hauing any meanes left to helpe our felues by trade; 
but, through Gods good mercie towards vs; he had 
wherewith , and. did fupply our wants on that kinde 
competently 

In the end of September, or beginning of Offober, 


M®*, Weffens biggeh thip called the Charitie, returned’ 


for Exgland, and left their Colony fuficiently vidtu- 


alled, asfome of moft credit amongft them reported. 


Theletfer, called the Swan, remained with his Colo- 
ny for their furtherhelpe. Atwhich time they defired 
to joyne in partnerfhip with vs to trade for corne; to 
which our Gouenour and his Affiftane agreed vpon 
fuch equall conditions, as were drawne and confirmed | 
betweene them and-vs, The chiefe: places aimed at - 
were to the Southward of Cape Coed, and the more 


becaufe Ti/quantwm; whofe peace before this time 


was 
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was wrought wich (Ma/faffowar, vadertcoke to difco- 


wer vnto vs chat fuppofed, and ftill hoped pailage within 


the Sholes. —°_, 

Both Colonies being thus agreed, and theircompa- 
nies fitted and ioyned together, wee refolued to fet for: 
ward,- but were oft crolled in our purpofes ; as firft Mas 


ker Richard Greene, brother in Law to Matter Wefton, 
who from himhad a charge in the ouerfight and go- 


uernment of his Colony, died fuddenly at our Plan- 


cacion, to whont wee gaue buriall befitting his place, in 


che beft manner wee could. “Afterward, hauing farther 
order to proceed by letter from cheir other Gouernour 
atthe (Malfachu/fets, twice Captaine Standifo tet forth 


with them, but were driuen in againe by croffe and 
violent windes ; himfelfe the fecond time being ficke 


ofa violent feuer, By reafon whereof (our owne wants 
being like to bee now greater than formerly ; pargly, 
becaufe wee were enforced to negle& our corne, and 
{pend much time in fortification, but efpecially becaufe 


fuch hauocke was made of that little wee had, through — 


the vniuftand difhoneft carriage of thofe people before 
mentioned, at our firft entertainment of them ) our 
Gouernour in his owne perfon fupplyed the Cap- 
taines place, and in the month of Nonember againe 
fet forth, hauing. 7i/qvantum for his Interpreter and 
Pilot, who affirmed hee had twice patled within the 
Sholes of Cape Cod, beth with Engl and French, 


Neuertheletle, they went fo farre with him, asthe 
Mafter of the hip faw no hope of paflagt: but being — 


(as hee thought) in.danger, bare vp, and according 
to Ti/quantums dire€tions, made for an harbour not 
farre from them, at a place called Adanamoycke, which 
they found, and founding it with their fhallop found 
thechannell, though but narrow and crooked, where 
at length they harboured the fhip, Here they perceiued 
that the tide fet in and out with more violence at {ome 


other 
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* — gtherplace more Southerly, which they had not feene — : 
nor could difcouer, by reafon of the violence of the 
feafon all the time of their abode there, Some iudged. 
-¢he enerance thereof might bee beyond the Sholes, 
| “but there is no certaintie thereof as yet knowne, 
‘That night the Gouernour accompanied with others, 
hauing 71/gaantum for his Interpreter went afhore ; Ac 
firft che Inhabitants plaied leaftin fight, becaufe none 
_ ofour people had cuer beene there before; but vnder- 
| flanding che ends of cheir comming, gt length came 
to them, welcomming our Gouernour according to 
heir Sauage manner, refrefhing them verie well with 

_ ftore of venifon and other viduals, which they brought 
‘chem in great abundance, promifing to crade with : 

them,- with a feeming gladneffe of the occafion: yer 
theirioy was mixed with much icaloufiec, as appeared 
by cheir after practifes : for at firlt chey were loath their 
| dwellings fhould bee knowne, but when they faw our 
| - Gouernours refolution to ftay on the fhore all nighe, 
they brought him to their houfes, hauing firft con- 
uayed all cheir ftuffe co aremote place, not farre from 

. ‘the fame, which one of ourmen walking forth occafi- 


onally efpied; whereupon, on the fudden, neither ic 
| nor themcould beefound, and fo many times after vp- 
onconceiued occafions, they would bee all gone, bag 
- - and baggage: But being afteryvards (by 77/quantums 
| meanes) better perfwaded, they lefe their iealoufie and 
|. traded with them ; where they got eight hogfheads of 
corne and beanes, though the people were but few, 
| This gaue our Gouernourand thecompany good en- 
couragement, Ti/qzantum being Rillconfidene in the 
| pallage, and the Inhabicants affirming, they had feene 
fhips of good burchen paffe within the Sholes afore- Z 
faid. Buchere, thoughthey had determined to makea < 
fecond allay, yet God had otherwayes difpofd, who 
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there died, which croffed their Southward trading, 
and the more becaufe the Matters fufficrencie was much 
doubted , and the feafoa verie tempeftuous, and not 
ficto goe vpon difcoucrie, hauing no guide to direct © 
them. ; | : 

From thence they departed, and the wind being 
fairefor the ALaffachnfers went thither, andthe rather | 
becaufe the Sauages vpon our motion had planted o 
much corne for vs, which they promifed not longbe- = ~~ 
fore that time. When they came thither, they found 
a great fickne(le to beamongft the /zdiaws, not vnlike 
the plague, if not the fame. They renued their com- 
plaints to our Gouernour, againft that other plantation: 
feated by them, for their iniurious walking, But indeed: 
the trade both for Furres and corne was ouerthrowne in — 
tha place, they giuing as much for a quart of corne, as. 
we vied to doe for a Beauers skin; fo that little good 
could be there done. From thence they returned into’ 
the botcome of the Bay of Cape Cod, toa place cal: 
led Nanfer, where the Sachim vfed the Gouernour very 
kindly, and where they boughteight orten hogfheads = 
of corne and beanes. Alfo ata placecalled ALarachief?, — - 
where they had like kind entertainment and corne alfo; 
During the time of their trade in thefe places,chere were 
fo great and violent ftormes, as the fhip'was much en- 
dangered, and our fhalkop caft away, fo that they had’ 
now. no meanes to carry the corne aboard thatthey : 
had boughr, the fhip riding by theirreport well neere . 
ewo leagues from thefame, her owne Boaf’being fmall, 
and fo leake, (hauing no Carpenter with them) as they — 
durft {caree fetch wood or water in her. Hereupon the 
Gouernour caufed the corne to be made in a round 
ftack, and bought mats, and cut fedge to couer it, and: ; 
gaue charge to the Jndians not to meddle with it, promi- 
fing hui chat dwelt next to it areward,ifhewouldkeep >, 
verminie alfo frdm it, which.he vadertooke, and the : 
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- Sachim promifed to make good, In the meanetime,ac- 
cording to the Gouernours requeft, the Sachim fent 


men to fecke the fhallop, which they found buried al- 
moftin fand at a high-water marke, hauing inany things 
remaining in her, but ynferuiceable for che prefenr; 
whercof the Gouernour gaue the Sachim fpeciall charge 
thar it fhould not be further broken, promifing ere long 
to fetch both ic andthe corne; atluring them, if neither 
were diminifhed, he would take it as a figne of their 
honeft and true friendfhip, which they fo much made 


_ thew of, but if they were, they fhould certainly fmare 
- for their vninft and difhoneft dealing, and further make 


good whatfoeuer they had fotaken. So he didlikewife 
at Matrachiest, and tooke leaue of them,being refolued 


- toleaue the fhip,and take his iourney home by land with 


our owne company, fending word to the fhip,that they 
fhould take their firft opportunirie to goe for Plimeth, 
where hee determined, by the permiflion of God, to 
meetthem. And hauing procured a Guide, it being no 
leffe chan fifty miles to our Plantation, fer forward, re- 
ceiuing all refpeét that could be from the Zadians in his 
journcy, and came fafely home, though weary and furs 
bated, whither fomethree daies after the fhip alfo came. 
The corne being diuided which they had got, Mafter 
Weftons company went to their owne Plantation, it be- 
ing further agreed, that chey fhould returne with all con- 
uenient fpedd, and bring their Carpenter, that they 
might fetch the reft of the corne,and {aue the fhallop. 
At their rewrne, Captaine Stavdifh being recouered 
and in health, rooke asmcher fhallop, and went with 
them to the corne, whichthey found in fafery as they 


~ leftcies alfo they mended the other fhallop, and got all. 


their corne aboard the fhip. This wasin January, as 
Eeake it; ir being-very cold and ftormy, infomuch as 
(the 4jarbowr being none of the beft) they were con- 
trained to cut pots the thallops fromche hhips fterne, 
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and fo loft them both afecond time, But the forme 


aad 
, 


being ouer, and feeking out, they found chem both, — : 


not hauing receiued any great hurt, Whileft they were 
at Nau/et, hauing occafion to lie on the fhore, laying 
their fhallop in a Creeke not far fromthem, an Indias 
came into the fame, and ftole certaine Beads, Citfers, 
and ocher trifles out of the fame, which when the Cap- 
taine miffed, he tooke certaine of his company with 


him, and went to the Sachim, telling him what had - 


hapned, and requiring the fame againc,or the party thae 


ftole them, (whowas knowne to certaine of the Jndi- 
ans) or elfe he would reuengeit on them before his de. 
parture, and fo tooke leaue for thac night being lace, re- | 


fuling whatfoeuer kindnetle they offered. Onthe mor- 
row, the Sachivs came to their randeuow,accompanied: 
with many men, ina ftately manner, who faluting che 
Captaine in this wife; He thruft out his tongue, that 


one might {ee the root thereof, and therewith licked. 


his-hand from the wrift to the fingers end, withall bow- 


ang the knee, ftriuing to imitate the Englith gefture, be-. 


ing inftruéted therein formerly by 7i/quanturs: his men 


did the like, butin fo rudeand fauage a manner, as our 
men could fearce forbeare to break out in open laughter. 


After falutation, he deliuered the Beads,& other things, 


co the Captaine,faying he had much beaten the partie for - 


doing it, caufing the women to make bread, and bring 


them, according to their defire, feeming to be very forry 
' for the fact, but glad te be reconciled. Sothey depar 

ted, and came home in fafety 3 .where the corne. was - 
— equally diuided, as before. > eH 
After this che Gouernour weme to two etherinland 


Townes,with another compiny,and boraght corne like- 


wife of them, the one % called Namas?er; rhe other 


Manomet, That from Namasket was broy hesieme 
partly by Indian women s but a great fickneile ariGeer 
among(t them, our owne men were itiorced to.fetch | 
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Hhomechereft. That at ¢AZanomer the Gouernour left in” 
the Sachims cultody: this Towne lieth from vs South 
well neere twenty miles, and itands yvpon.a frefh river; 
which runneth intothe Bay of Nasohiegan/et, and can- 

not be leffe than fixty miles fromthence, Te will beare | 
aboat of eight or ten tunne to this place, Hither the 
Dutch or French, or both vfe to come. Itis from hence 

to the Bay of Cape Cod about eight miles; ourof which 
Bay it. flowech intoa Creeke fome fix miles almoft di- 
| reéttowards the Towne, The heads of the Riner, and 
; . this Crecke are not far diftane, This River yeeldeth thus 
| high, Oyfters, Mufcles, Clams, and other fhell-fifh, one 
| --Gn fhape like a beane, another like a Clam, both good 

mieat,and great abundance at all times 5 befidesit abouns © 
deth with divers forts of frefh fth in cheir feafons. The 
Gouernour or Sachin of this place, was called Candcum, 
who had formerly,as well as many others, (yea allawith 

whom as yet we had to doe) acknowledged th emf{clues 
| the fubieéts of our. Soueraigne Lordthe King. ‘Fhis Sa- 

chins vfed the Gouernour very kindly ,and 1c feemed was - 
of good refpeét and authoriti¢amongft the /vdiaxs, For 

- whileft he Gouernour-was there within night in bicter - , 

-. weather, came two men from Adanamoick. before {po-

| ken of, and hauing fet afidetheir bowes and quiuers, ace : 
; _cording co their manner, fate downe by the fire, and © : 
tookea pipe of Tobacco, not viing any words in that 
time, nor any other to them, but allremained filent, ¢x- 
pecing when they would {peake: At length they look- 
‘ed coward Canacums , and one of them made a fhore 
{peech, and deliuereda prefent to him from his Sachin, » 
which wasa basket of Tobacco, and many Beads, which | 
the other receined thankfully. After which hee made a 
long {peech to him, the contents hereof was related ro 
vs-by Hobbamock, (who then accompanied the Gouer- » 
nour for his Guide)to be as followeth; Inhapned chat. As 
cwo of theirmen fell ouras they werein game (forthey | S& 
Sg hk aie aa Be vie*: |) a 
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vie gaming as much as any where, and will play away. 
all, cwen their skin from their backs, yea and for their.

co great hear, the one killed the other. The aor of 
this faét was a Powah, one of {pecial note amongft them, 
and fuch an one as they could not well miffe, y¢etano- 
ther people greater than themfelues threatned them 
with warre, 1f they would nor put him to death. The 
party offending was in hold,neither would their Sachin 
doe one way or other dll their recurne, refting vpon 
him for aduice and furtherance in fo weighty a matter, _ 
After this there was filence a fhort time ; at length men 
gaue their iudgement what they thought bet. Amongtt 
others, he asked Hobbamock what he thought? Who 
anfwered, he was buta ftranger tothem, but thought it 
was better that one fhould die than many, fincehe had 
deferued it, aiid the reft were innocent ; whereupon he 
palled the fentence of death ypon him r | 
Not long after (having no great quantitie of corne 
left) Captaine Standifo went againe with a fhallop 
to Mattachieff, meeting alfo with the like extremitie. 
of weather, both of wind, fnow, and froft, infomuch 
as they were frozen in the harbour the firtt nightthey- 
entred the fame. Here they pretended their wonted 
Joue, and {pared them a good quantity of corne to 
confirme the fame: Strangers alfo ‘came to this place, 
pretending only to fee him and his company, whom 
they never faw before that time, bur intending to 


soyne with the reft to kill them, as after appeared, _- 


But being forced throughextremitie tolédge in their 
houfes, which they much prefled, God poile(fed the 
heart of the Captaine’with inft lealoufie, piving ftrait 
command’, that as one ‘part of ‘his company flepr, 
the reft fhould wake , declaring fome things'to them 
which hee‘ vaderftood, whereof hee conid-make no ° 
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good conftru@tion, Some of the Zndians fpying a fic 1s 
opportunitie, ftole fome beads alfo from him, which 
hee no fooner perceiued , hauing not aboue fix men 
with him, drew chem all from the Boar, and fee them 
on their guard about the Sachims houfe, where the 
moft of the people were, threatning to fall vpon them 
without further delay, if chey would rot forchwich re- 
ftore them, fignifying tothe Sachim efpecially, and fo 
to them all, that as he would not offer the leaftiniury ; 
, fo hee would not receme any at their hands, which 
| fhould efcape without punifhment or due fatisfaction, 
Hereupon the Sachim beftirred him to finde our the 
party, which when he had done, caufed him to recurne 
them againe to the fhallop, and came to the Capraine, 
: - defiring him to fearch whether they were not about the 
Boat, who fufpeéting their knauery, fent one, who 
found them lying openly vpon the Boats cuddy ; yer 
to appeafe his anger, they brought corne afrefh co trade, 
-infomuch as he laded his fhallop, and fo departed. This 
~ accident fo daunted their courage,as they durft not at- 
tempt any thing againfthim, So thatcthrough the good

In the beginning of March, hauing refrefhed him-

found elfe-where, and che Gouernour had chere recei- 
| ued: The reafon whereof, and of the treachery ifiren- 
ded:in the place before fpoken of, was not then knowne 
vito vs, but afterwards : wherein may be obferued the 
abundant mercies of God working with his proui- 
dence for our good, Captaine Standib being a far 

rom 
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from the Boat, and not abouetwe or three of ourmen 


with him, and as many withthe fhallop, was not long 
cat Canacum the Sachims houfe, but in came two-ot 
the Aaffachnfee men, the chfefe of them was called 
Wituwamat, a notable infulting villaine, one who had. 
formerly imbrued his hands in the bloud of Exgitfs and 
French, and had oft boafted of his owne valour, and de- 


rided their weaknetle, efpecially becaufe (as-hee faid) 


they died crying, making fowre faces,more like children 
than men. This villaine tooke a dagger from about 
his necke, (which hee had gotten .of Mafter Weffous. 
people) and prefented itto the Sachim, and after made — 
a long {peech in an audacious manner , framing it in 
fuch fort; as che Captaine (though he be thebeft Lin- 


suift among{t.vs) could not. gather anything from it, _ 


The end ef it was afterward difcouered to be as follow-- 
eth: The Alaffachenfencks had formerly concluded 
to ruinate Mafter weftons Colonie, and thought thein« 
{elues, being about thirty or forty men ftrong,enough 


to execute the fame: yet they durftnor attempt it, till - 


fuch time as they had gathered more ftrength tothem- 
felues to make their patty good againft vs at Plimoth, 
concluding, that if we remained, (though they had no 
other Arguments to vfeagainft vs) yet we would neuer 
leaue the death of our Countrymen vnreuenged, and 
therefore their fafety could not be without the ouer- 
throw of both Plantations, To this end they had for- 
metly follicited this Sachim, as alfo the other called 
Tanough at Mattachiest, and many others to afiftrchem, 
and mow againe came to profecute the fame; and fince 
there was fo faire an opportunitie offered by the Cap- 
taines prefence, they thought beft ro make fure him and 
hiscompany. After this his meflage was deliuered, his 
entertainment much exceeded the Captaines, info- 
much as he {corned at their behaviour, and told them 
ofic: after which they would haue perfwaded him, be 
. : caufe 
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 teaufe the weather wascold, to hauefenc co the Boat for che 
‘ref of his company; but he would ‘not, defiring according 
to promife, that'the cotne might be caried downe, and 
hee would content the women for their labour, which 
“they did. At the fame time there was a lufty /adian of 
Paomet or Cape Cod then prefent, who had cuer demea- 
ned himfelfe well towards vs, being in his generall cari 
age, very affable, courteous, and louing, efpecially towards 
the-Capraine,’ “This Sauage was now entred into confe- 
- deracie with che reft, yet ro auoid fufpition, made many 
fignes- of his continued affe€tions , and would needs be- 
| ftow'a’kettlé of fome fix' or fenen gallons on him, and 
' would ‘not’ accept’ of. any'thing in lic thereof, faying, 
| he was rich; aad ‘could’ afford to ‘beftow fuch fauours on 
| his friends ‘whom heloued : alfo he would freely helpe to 
carry fome of thé'corne, affirming he had neuer done the 
like’in his tife'Before, arid che wind being bad would 
needs lodge withhitn’at their Randevow, hauing indeed 
viidertaken’ to kill him ‘before they parted, which done 
chey incerided co'fall vpon che reft. Thenight prowed ex. 
éeeding cold, infomuch asthe Captaine could not take any 
reft, bue either walked or turned himfelfe to and fro atthe 
fire: This the other obferued, and. asked wherefore hee 
did not fléepe as at other times, who anfwered he knew 7 
|. - not’ well, but had no’ defire at all’ to reft. So chat hee

off, Nowirc being acommendable manner of the Indians, _ 


when any (efpecially of note) are dangeroufly ficke, for all 
that profetle triendfhip to them, to vific chem in their extre- 
mitie, either in their perfons, or elfeto fend fome accepra- 
ble perfons to them, therefore it was thought meet (being 
a good and warrantable ation) .thatas wee had euer profet- 
{ed friendfhip, fo wee fhould now maintaine the fame, by 
obfcruing chis heir laudable cuftome ; andthe rather, bee 
caufe wee defired to haue fome conference with the Dutch } 
not knowing when wee fhould haue fo fit an opportunitie, 
To chat end my felfe having formerly: beene there, and vn- 
derftanding in fome meafurethe Dutch tongue, the Gouer- 
nour againe laidchis feruice vpon my felfe, and fitted mee 
with fome cordials toadminifter to him, hauing one Matter 
John Hamden aGentleman of Lozdon (who then wintered 
with vs, and defired much. to feethe Countrey), for my 
Confort, and Hobbamock for our guide. So wee fet for- 
ward, and lodged the firft. night ar Nawasker, where wee 
had friendly entertainment. Thenextday,about oneof the 
clocke, we came toa ferriein Conbatants Countrey, where. 
vpon difcharge of my peece, diuers Indians came to vs 


from a houfe not farre off. There they told vs, that CAfa/, 


faffowat was dead, and that day buried, andthatthe Dutch, 
would be gone before we could get thicher,haying houe off 
cheir fhip already, This newes ttrucke vs blancke : bute: 
{pecially Hobbameck, who defired we mig hereturne with 
all {peed. Itoldhim I would firft thinke of ir, confidering 
now that hee being dead, Conbatant was the mott liketo 
fucceed him, and that we were not aboue three miles from 
Mattapuy/t his dwelling place, although hee. were buta 
hollow-hearted friend towards vs; thought no time fo fic” 
as this, to enter into more friendly cermes with him, and 
the reft of the Sachims thereabout, hoping. (through the 
bleffing of God)it would bea meanes in that vnfetled flare, 
to fetcle cheir affections towards vs and,chough it were. 
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fomewhat dangerous in refpect of our perfonall fafetie, be- 
caufe my felfe and Hobbamock had beene imployed vpon a 
feruice againft him, which he might now fitly reuenge, yee 
efteeming it the beft meanes, leauing the cuent to Godin 
his mercie, I refolued to put it in praétife, 1f Mafter Ham- 


den and Hebbamsock durft atcempt it with mec, whom I~ 


found willing to that or any other courfe might tend to 
the generall good. So we went towards Martapuys#, In 
the way, Hobbamock, manifefting a troubled {pirit, brake 
forth into thefefpeeches, Neen womsalu Sagimus, neen won 
malw Sagimus, &c, My louing Sachin, my louing Sachim, 
- Many haue I knowne, but neuer any likethee: And tur- 
ning him to me faid; WhileftI lined, I fhould neuer fee 
his likeamongft the /ndsans, faying, he was no lyer, he was 
not bloudy and cruell like other /zdsans; In anger and 
paflion he was foone reclaimed, eafie to be reconciled to- 
wards fuch zs had offended him, ruled by reafon in fuch 
meafure, ashe would not fcorne the aduice of meane mer, 
and that he gouerned his men better with few ftrokes than 
others did with many ; truly louing where he loued; yea 
he feared we had nora faithfull friend leftamong the /nds- 
ans, fhewing haw he oft-times reftrained their malice, &c, 
continuing along {peech wich fuch fignes of lamentation 
and vnfeigned forrow, as it would haue made the hardeft 


heart relent. Aclength we cameto A4attapuy5#, and went 


tothe Sachineo Comaco (for fo they call the Sachims place, 
| though they call an ordinarie houfe Witeo) but Conbatant 
the Sachim was not at home, bute at Packanokick, which 
was fome fiue or fix miles off; the Sg#a-fachim (for fo 
they call che Sachines wife) gauevs friendly entertainment. 
Here’ wee inquired againe concerning (VWaffaffowat, they 
thought him dead, buc knew no certainty ; whereupon [ 
hired on¢to goe with all expedition co Puckanokitk. that 
we might know the certainry thereof, and withall tq ke: 
quaint Conbatant with out there being. About: halfe an 
houte before Sunne-ferting, the Piece returned, ard 
told vs that he was nor yét dead, though'there was no'hepe

wefhould finde him living. Vpon this we were much re- 
uiued,, and fer forward with all fpeed; though it was late

found the houfefo full of men, as.we could fearce get in,

left, but his, fight was wholly gone) he asked:who was 
come, they told him #4»fiow (tor they cannot pronounce 
the teccex J, bur) ordinarily nin the.,place chereof) hee 
dclired to {peake with mes when I .cameto him,and they 
told him of it, he put forch his handto me,which I rooke ;

| -wichin halfe-an boure, this wroughe.a great, alreracion in 
him in the eyes of all that beheld him; prefently after his 
- fighrbegan to come to. him, which gave him and vs good agg) 
encouragement, : In the meane time I inquired how hee | 
F flept, andwhen. he went tothe ftoole? Tiiey fa'd heflepe 
| Notin two, daics before, and had not hada ftoole in fue; 
, ‘then I gaue, him more, and, told him of a mifh p we bw 
| by the way in breaking a boitle of drinke, which the Go- 
‘uernour alfo fent him, faying, if he would fend» >w ef bis 
‘mento Pataxet, I would, fend for more of the same, alfo 
for chickens to make him broth, and for other things 
which | knew. were'good for him, and would ftay the re- 
‘turne of rhe meffenger if hedefired, This hee tookemar- 
“nellous kindly, and appoinred fome who were ready to 
ioc by two of the clocke in she morning, again{t which 
time I made ready a letter, declaring therein our good fue- 
celle, the ftace of his body, &c. defiring to fend me fuch 
things as I {ent for, and fuch phyficke as the Surgion durft 
admunifter to him, He requefted me that the day follow- 
jng, I would cake my Peece, and kill him fome Fowle, and 
make him fome Enghih pottage, fuch as he had earenmae 
Plimoth, which I promifed: after his témacke comming 
to him, I moft needs make him fome without Fowle, be- 
| fore I went abroad, which fomewhat troubled me, being 
| vnaccuftomed and ynacquainted in fuch bufinedes, efpeci- 
| ally having nothing to make it comfortable, my Confort 
being as ignorant as my felfe; bur being wee mutt doe 
fomewhat, I caufed a woman to bruife fome corne, and 
take che Hower from it, and fet ouer the grur or broken 
i cornéin a pipkin (for,they haue earthen pors of all fizes.) 
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When the day broke, we went out (it being now March) 
to feeke herbes, but could not finde any bur ftrawberry 
leaues, of which I gathered a handfull and put into the 
fame, and becaufe I had nothing to relifhit, I went forth 
againe, and pulied vp a Saxafras root, and fliced a peece 
thereof, and boyled ic till ic had a good relifh, and then 
tooke it our againe, The broth being boyled, I ftrained 
it thorow my handkerchiffe, and gaue him ac leaft a 
pinte, which he dranke, and liked it very well. After this 
his fight mended more and more, alfo he had three mo- 
derate ftooles, and tooke fome reft. Infomuch as wee 
with admiration blefled God for giuing his bleffing to 


Such raw and ignorant meanes, making no doubt of his 
‘recouery, himfelfe and all of chem acknowledging vs the - 


inftruments of his preferuation. That morning he caufed 
me to {pend in going from one to another amongtt thofe 
that were ficke in the Towne, requefting me to wath their 
mouthes alfo, and giue to each of them fome of the fame 
I gaue him, faying, they were good folke, This paines I 


tooke with willingnefle, though ic were much offenfiue 


to me, not being accuftomed with fuch poyfonous fauours, 


After dinner he defited me to get him a Goofe ot Duck,and 


make him fome pottage cherewich, with as nnuch {peed as 
Icould: fo I cookea man with me, and made a fhoe ata 
couple of Ducks, fome fix fcore paces off, and killed one, 


at which he wondered: fo we returned forthwith, and.

ce‘ired 3 neuer did! feeaman fo low brought, recover. in 
that meafure in fo fhortatime, The Fowle being extra- 
ordinary fat, I told Hesbamock 1 mutt cake off the top

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an houre after he began to be very ficke, and {training very 
much, caft vp the broth againe, and in ouer-ftraining him- 
felfe, began to bleed at the nofe, and focontinued the {pace 
of foure houres$ shen they all wifhed he had beene ruled, 
concluding now he would die, which we much feared alfo. 
They asked me what I thought of him; I an{wered, his cafe 
was defperate, yet itmight be it would fauc his life: for if 
at ceafed in time, he would forthwith fleepe and take rett, 
which was the principall ching he wanted, Not Jong after 
his bloud ftaied, and he flepe at leaft fix or eight houres 5

{enc it forth againe with fuch violence, as he began to bleed 
afrefh, then they thought there was no hope, ‘but we perceis 
ued it, was but che tendernetfe of his noftrill, and therefore 
teld them I thought ie would ftay prefently, asindeed ir d d. 
_ The metfengers were now returned, but finding his {to- 
macke came to him, he would not haue the chickens killed, 
but kept them for breed. Neither durft wee give him any 
phylicke which wasthen fent,becaufe his body was fo much 
alcered fince our inftruCtions, neither faw we any need, not 
doubting now of his recoucry, if he were carefull, Many 
whileft we were there came to fee him, fome by their report 
from a place nor letfe than an hundred miles, To’ all chat 
_ came one of his. chiefe men related the manner of his fick- 
| ne(fe, how neere hee. was {pent, how. amongtt others his 
friends che Exgli/h came to fee him, and how {udden!y they 
recouered him to this ftrength they faw, he being now able 
! co fic vpright of himfelfe, dag 
| _ The day before our comming , another Sachsm being 
| there, cold him, that now he might fee how hollow-hearted 
the Exgli/h were, faying if we had beene fuch friends in deed, 
| as we were in fhew, we would haue vifited him in this his 
 fickneffe,vfing many arguments to withdraw his affections, 
and to perfwade him to giue way to fone things againft vs, 
| which were motioned to him not long before: but vpon 
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this his recouery, he brake forth inte thefe fpeeches ; Now I 
fee the Englifh are my friends and loue me, and whileft | liue 
I will never forget this kindmetle they haue fhewed mee, 
Whileft we were there, our entertainment exceededall other 
ftrangers. Diuers other things were worthy the noting, but 
I feare] haue beene too tedious. , pat 


Acour coming away, he called Hobbamock to him,& pri- > 


uately (none hearing faue two or three other of his Pxeefes, 
who are of his Councell) reuealed the plot of the ALaffa- 
chenfeucks before fpoken of, againft Matter we/fons Colony, 
and fo againtt vs, faying that the people of Nan/ct, Paomer, 


Succoner Afattachiest, Adanomet Agowaywam, and the Ile _ 


of Capawack, were ioyned’with them ; himfelfe alfa in his 
ficknetIe was earneftly follieited, but he would neither ioyne 
therein, nor giue way to any of his, Therefore as we refpe- 
&ed the lives ofour Countrymen,and our owne after-fafety, 
he aduifed vs'to killthe men of AZaffachufer, who were the 
authors of this intended mifchiefe. And whereas wee were 
wont to fay, we would not ftrikea ftroke ull they firft be- 
sun; if faid he vpon this intelligence, they make that an- 
fwer, cell them, when their Countrymen at Wichagu/cu [feo 


are killed, they being not able to defend themfelues, that — 


then it will be too late to recouer their lives, nay through the 
multitude of aduerfaries they fhall with great difficulty pre- 


ferue their owne, and therefore he counfelled without delay - 


to take away the principals, and then the plot would ceafe: 
With this hechatged him thorowly to acquaint me by the 
way, that I might informe the Gouernour thereof ar my firft 
comming home. Being ficted for our returne, we tooke out 


leaue of him, who returned many thanks to our Gouernour, ~ 


all that were abot him. “'So'wedeparred. © 


and alfo'to our felues for our labour and love: the hike did 


~ That night chorow the earneft requett of Cébatant who tt et 


now retained at Sawaams or Puckanakick, we lodgedwith 
himac ALatrapuy5#. By the way [had much conference with 
hivsfo likewife at his houfehe Beings flouible politiciansyer 
ful of merryielts & {quibs,& neuer better pleafedthan when 
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», the like are returned againe vpon him. Amongft other ong 
things he asked me, If in cafe he were thus dangeroufly Pa 
ficke, as Ada{faffowat had beene, and fhould fend word 
thereof to Patuxcr for Maskiet, that is, Phyficke, whether 
then M! Governor would fend it? & if he would, whether 
I weuld come therewith to him?To both which I anfwe- 
red yea, whereat he gane me many ioyfullthankes. After 
that, being at his houle he demanded turther, how wee 
durit being burtwo come fo farre into the Country ? I 
an{wered, where was true louethere was no feare, and my 
heart was fo vpright towards them that for mine owne 
part J wasfeareles to comeamongft them. Bur, faid he,if 
your loue be fuch, and it bring forth fuch fruits, how ~ 
commieth it to patie, that when wee come to Patuxer, you 
{tand vpon your guard, with the mouths of your Peeces 
prefented towards vs ? Whereunto | anfwered, it was the 
moft honourable and refpeétiue entertainement we could 
—._. giue them ; it being an order amongftvs fo to receiue our 
| beftrefpected friends : and as it was vfed on the Land, fo 
| the fhips obferued it alfo at Sea,which Hobbamock, knew, 
and had feene obferued. But fhaking the head he an{we- 
red, that he liked not fuch falutations. | 
Further, obferuing vs to craue a blefling on our meate. 
before we did eate, and after to giue thankes for the fame, 
he asked vs what was the meaning of that ordinary cu- 
| ftome? Hereupon I tooke occafion to tellthem of Gods » 
-workes of Creation, and Preferuation, of his Lawes and. 
Ordinances, efpecially of the ren Commandements, all: 
which they hearkened ynto with great attention,and hked. 
| well of ; onely the feventh Commandementthey excep- » 
ted againft, thinking there were many Inconueniences in. : 
it, that aman fhould be tyedto one woman: about which : 
wereafoned agoodtime. Alfo ]told them that: whatfoe- . 
uer good things wee had, wee receiued froin God, as the 
7 Authorand giuer chereof, and therefore craued +his) blefe 
I fing vpon that we had,and were about to eate, thatit might:

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ficient, being fatisfied therewith, wee againe returned

Titis all of chem concluded to bevery well, and faid, chey 
Leleeued almoftall the fame things, and chat the fame 
power that wee called God, they called Keettan. Much 


profitable coference was occafioned hereby,which would | 


betoo tedious to relate, yet was mo lelle delightfull to 


chem, then comfortable tovs. Here wee remained oncly _ 
char night, but neuer had better entertainement amongit 


any of them, 


The day following,1n our iousney, Hobbamock told me 


of the private conference he had with Adaffaffewar, and 
how he charged him perfeétly to acquaint me therewith 
(as I fhewed before ) which hauing done, he vfed many 


arguments himfelfe to moue vs thereunto; That night 


we lodged at Namasket, and the day following about the 


mid-way betweene ic and home, wee met two Judians, ; 
who told vs that Captaine Ssasdifa was that day gone to. 


the Aa{facha/ets: but contrary windes againe drive him 
backe,fo that we found him at. home ; where the Znatan of 
Paomet full was,being very importunate that the Captaine 
fhould take the firft opportunitie of a faire wind to goe 
with him, but their fecret and villanous purpofes being 


through Gods mercy now made knowne,the Goucrnour - 
cauted Captaine Standyh to fend him away without any, 
diftatt or manifeftation of anger, that wee might the better 


__ effeét and bring to pafle that which fhould be thought 


moftnecetfary. |

Before thisiourney we heard many complaints both by 


the Judians and fome others of beft defert amongft Mafter 
Weffons Colony, how exceedingly their Company abated 


themfelues by vndireétmeanes, to get vidtualls from the 


Indians, who dwelt not farre from them, fetching them 
wood and water, &c.. and all for ameales meate, whereas 
in the meanc time, they might with diligence haue gotten 


enough to haue ferued them threeor foure times. Orher 


by night brake, theearth, and robbed the Indians ftore, 
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“for which they had beene publiqnely ftocked and whips, : 


and yec was there{ntall amenament This was about the 


end of February, at which time they had fpene’all ‘their 
bread and corne, not leauing any for teed, neicher'would 


the /nasanslerid or iell chem any mote vpon any cermes. 
Hereupon they hadthoughts totake it by violence, and 


to that {piked vp euery entrance into then Towne (being 


_ well impaled ) faue one, with a full refolution to proceed, 


Buc fome more heneftly minded, adviled John Sanders 
them Over-feer firft to write to Phmorh, and if the Goner- 
nour adviled him thereunto, he inighe the better doe it. 


~ This courfe was well liked, and an/zadian was fénc with all 


~'f{peede with'a letter to our Gouernour,the contents wher- 


of were to this elfe& ; Thatbeing in great want,and their 


™ people daily falling downe, he intended ro goe to ALun- 


_Ayggen, where was a Plantation of Sir Ferdi: Gorges, to 


buy bread-from the Ships that came thichera fifhing with 
the firft opportunitie of wind ; but knew not how the 


~ Colony would be preferued till his returne: he had vied 


all meanes both to buy and borrow of /udians whom hee 
knew to be ftored, andhe thought malicioufly with-held. 
it, and therefore was refoluedto take it by violence, and 
onely waited the returne of the Metlenger, which he defi- 
red fhould be haftned, crauing his advice therein, pro- 
mifing alfo to make reftitution afterward. T he Gouernour 
vpon the receipt hereof,asked the Metfenger what ftore of 
cornethey had, as if he had intended to buy of them; 


who aufwered very liccle morethen that they referued for 


feed, hauing alreadie {pared all they could. Forth-with the 
Goucrnour and his Affittant fent for many of vs to advile 
with them herein,who after ferious confideration,no way’ 


-approuing of this intended courfe, the Gouernour an{we- 
red his: Letter, and caufed many of vs to fet our handes . 


thereto, the contents whereof weretothis purpofe ; Wee: 


-aleogether difliked their intendment, as being againift the 3 


law of God.and Nature, fhewing how it would crojfe the~ 
~ worthy ends and proceedings of the Kings Maieftie, and - 
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his honourable Councell for chis place, both in refpeé& 
ofthe peaceable enlarging of his Maiefties Dominions, 
and alfo of the propagation of the knowledge and Law of 
God,and the glad cydings of faluation, which we and they 
were bound to fecke, and were not to vie {uch meancs as 
would breed a diftaft inthe Salvages again{t our perfons- 


and profeffions, aifuring them their Maiter would incurre 


much blame hereby, neither could they anfwere the fame; 
For our owne parts our cafe was almoft the fame with 
theirs, hauing but a fmall quantitic of Corne left, and 
were enforced to liuc on ground-nuts, clams, mullels,and 
fuch other things as naturally the Countrey afforded,and 
which didand would maintaine ftrength, and were eafic 
to be gotten, all which chings they had in great abun- 
dance, yea, Oyfters alfo which we wanted, and therefore 
neceflitie could not be faid co conftraine chem thereunto. 


Moreouer, that they fhould confider, if they proceeded 


therein, all chey could{o get would maintaine them but’a 
{mall time, and thenchey mult as feeke their foode 
abroad, which hauing made the Jwdsans their enemics, 


- would be very difficult for chem, and therefore much bet- 


terto beginne a little the fooner, and {fo continue their 
peace, vpon which courfe they might with good confci- 
ence defire and expect the blefling of God,whereas on the 
contrary they couldnot. 


Alfo that they fhould confider their owne weakeneffe, 


being mot fwelled, and difeafed in their bodies, and 
therefore the more valikely to make their partie good a- 


gaint chem, and that they fhould not expect helpe from 


vs in that or any che like vnlawfull actions. Laitly, that 
howfocuerfome of them might efcape, yet the principal 
Agents fhould expeét no better then the Galhoufe, when- 


~ foeuer any {peciall Officer fhould be fent ouer by his Ma- 


ieftie, or his Councell for New Exgland, which wee expec- 


ted, and who would vndoubtedly call them to account for 
_ the fame, Thefe were the contents ofour Anfwere,which 


was direéted to their whole Colony. Another particular 
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4 Letter our Governour fentto Zohn Sanders, fhewing how ay 
dangerous it would be for him aboue all others, being he mM 
was their leader and commander ; and therefore in fricnd- 
Jy manner advifed him to defift. jee 

With thele Letters we difpatched the Metlenger;Vpon 
the receipt whereof they altered cheir determination, re- 
foluing to fhift as they could, tillcherecurne of John San- 
ders from CManhigges, who firlt comming to Piimothy 
notwith{tanding our owneneceflities, the Goucrnour {pa- 
red him {ome Corne to carry them to Adunbiggen. But not 

| hauing fufficient for the Ships ftore, he eee a Shallop 
and leauing others wich initru€tions to over-fee things 
‘till his returne, {ec forward about the end of February, 
fo that he knew not of this confpiracie of the Zndsans be- 
fore his going ; neither was it knowneto any of vs tll our 
returnefrom Sawaams or Puckanakick: Ac whichtime alfo 
another Sachim called Waffapiaewat, brother to Obtakéef 
the Sachin of the Maffachu/ets, who had formerly f marted 
! for partaking with Coubatant, and fearing the like againe, 
| ‘to purge himfelfe revealed the fame thing. 

” The three and twentich of March being now come, 
which isa yeerely Court-day, the Governour having a 
double teftimony,and many circumftances agreeing wich 
the truth thereof, not being co vndertake warre without 

- the confent of the bodie ofthe Company 3 made known 
the fame in publique Court, offering it to the confidera- 
tion of che Companie, it being high ume to come tore: 
folution, how fudden foever it {eemed to them, fearing It 
‘would bee put in exccution before wecould giue any in- 

| telligence thereof. This bufinetTe was no letle trouble- 
> fome then grievous, andthemore, becaufe it is fo ordina- 
rie in thefe times for men to meafure things by the events 
thereof: but efpecially for chat wee knew no means to 
| deliuer our Countrimen and preferue our felucs, then by 
returning their malicious and cruel] purpofes vpon their 
owne heads, and caufing them to fall into the fame pitce 
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they had digged for otiers, though it much grieved vs to: 


fhed the blood of thofe whofe good wee cuer jhtended | 


and aymed at, as a principal inallour proceedings, Bue 
in the end we came to this puolique conclution, that be. 
caufe it was a matter of fucly weightas enery man was not. 
of fufficiency to iudge, nor fitnetfe to know becaufe of 
many other /dtans which dayly as occalion ferueth con- 
werfe with vs; thereforethe Governour, his Affittantjand. 
the Captaine,fhouldtake fuch to théfelues as th ey thought 


mo{t meete, and conclude thereof ; which done we came. - 


to this conclufion, That Captaine Sradifs fhould take fo: 
many meitas he thought fufticientto make his party good. 
again{t all the Zndsaus mm the Atalfachufet bay; and becaufe 
(as all men know that haue had to doe in that kinde) itis. 
impofiible to deale with them vpon open defiance, but to 
take them in fuch trappes as they lay for others ;, cherefore 


hee fhould pretend trade as at other times: but fir(t oe 


tothe Exglijhand acquaint them with. the plot, and the 
end of his owne comming, that comparing it with their: 


"Carriages towards them hee might the better iudge of the. 


certainty of it, and more fitly take opportunity to revenge. 
thefame: butfhould forbeare if it were poffible till fich: 
timeas hee could make fure Witwwamat, that bloody and. 
bold villaine before fpoken of, whofe heade hee had order: 
to bring with him, that hee might be a warning and ter: 
rour to all ofthat difpofition. Vpon this Captaine Stan- 


aif, made choyce of eight men, ahd would not rake mores” 


becaufe hee wouldprevent icaloufie, knowing their euil-- 
ty confciences would foone be prouoked thereunto: but: 


on the next day before bee could goe, cane one, of Mie 


Weftons Company by land vnto-vs, with his packe at his 

‘backe, who madé 4 pitifull narration of their Jamentable’ 
and weake eftate,and of the Jndsans carriages, whofe bold- 
nelle increafed abundantly, infomuch as the viduals they 


\ gotthey would take it out of their pottes and eate before” 


their faces, yea if in'any thing they gaine-fayd them, they 
‘were ready co hold a knife at their breafts ; that to gine. 
a ! thera. 
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| them content, fince Joba Sanders went to Adunhiggen, they ny 
had hanged one cf them that {tole their corne, and yet 
hey regarded it not; that another of their Company was 
turned Saluage, that their people had moft forfaken the 
towne, and made their randeuous where they got their 
vidtuals, becaufe they would nor take paines to bring it 
homes that they had fold their cloathes for corne, and 
were ready to {tarue both with.cold and hunger alfo, be- 
caufe they could not indure to get victuals -by reafon of 
their nakednetle,; and that they were difperfed into three 
— Mompanies {carce hauing any powder and fhot left. What 
would be the event of thefe chings (he faid) he much fea- 
xed; and therefore not daring to ftay any longer among. 
_~ them, though hee knew not the way yetaduentured to 
/. cometoys, partly to make knowne their weake and dan- 
. gerous eftate, as hee conceiued, and partly to defire hee 
might thereremaine till chings were better fettled at the : 
other plantation. As this relation was grievout to vs, fo it 
gaue vs good encouragement to proceede in our mtend- 
ments, for which Captaine Standyy -was now fitted, and 
the winde commaing faire, che next day fet forth for the 
Malfachufets. ees 
The Jndians at the Maffachufets milled this man, and 
fufpecting his comming, to vs as we conceiue, fent one af- 
ter him and gaue out there that hee would never come to 
Pataxet,but that fome Wolues or Beares would cate him = 
but we know both by otr owne experience,andthereport 
of others, that though they finde a man flceping, yet fo 
foone as there is lite difcerned they feare and (hun him, 
This Zndian mitted him but very lite, and mifling him 
_. pated by the towne and wentto Adancmet, whom wee 
| hace! to take at his rcturn,as afterward we did. Now was 
our Fort made fit for feruice and fome Ordnance moun- 
ted; and though it may feemelong worke it being ten 
-monethsfince it begun, yet wee mutt note, that wherefo 
great a work is-begun with fuch {mall meanes,a little tame i 
cannot bring to perfection: befide thofe workes which 
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tend tothe prefervation of man, the enemie of mankinde 
will hinder what in him heth, fometimes blinding the 
judgement and caufing reafonable men to reafon againft 
their ownefafety, as amongtt vs diuerfe feeing the worke 
proue tedious, would haue ditfwaded from proceeding, 
flatcering themfelues with peace and fecurity , and accoun- 
ting it rather a worke of fuperfluity and vaine-glory, then. ' 
fimple neceffity. But God (whofe providence hath waked : 
and as I may fay, watched for vs whilft wee flept) having = 
determined to preferue vs from thefe intended treacheries, : 
vndoubtedly ordained this as afpeciall meanes to advan= a 
tage vs and difcourage our adveriaries, and therefore fo oT 
ftirred vp the hearts of the Governours and other forward. ie 
inftruments, as the work was iuft made ferviceable againft__ 
this needfull and dangerous time,, though wee ignorant. 
of thefame, Buc that I may proceed, the /vdia# Jatt men= 
tioned in his returne from —Afonomet, came through the _ 
cowne pretending ftill friendfhip and in loue to fee vs, but ~ 
as formerly others, fo his end was to fee whether wee con- 
tinued ftill in health and ftrength, or fell into weakenetfe 
liketheir neighbours, which they hoped and looked for 
(though God in mercy provided better forvs) and hee. 
knew would be glad tydings to hisCountrey-men. But 
here the Governour ftayd him, and f ending tor him to the 
Fort,there gauethe Guard charge of him as their prifoner, 
where hee told him hee muft beconrented to remaine til] 
the returne of Captaine Standifi from the Maffachufets, fo 
hee was locked in a chaineto a‘ftaple in the Court of 
guard,andthere kept. Thus was our Fort hantelled, this 
being the firft day as I take it, that ever any watch was 
there kept. | | 

The Captaine being now come to the Maffachufets, 
went firft to the fhip, buc found neither man, or fo much 
as a dogge therein: vpon the difcharge of 2 Musket the 

Matter and fome others of the plantation fhewed them- 
felues, who were on the fhore gathering ground-nuts,and 
getting other foode, After falutation Captaine Standifi 


asked 
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“asked them how they durft fo leaue the fhip and live in 


fuch fecurity; who.an{wered like men fenfleife of their 
owne mifery, they feared. not the Indians, but liued and 
fuffered them to, lodge with them, nothaving {word, or 
gunne, or needing the fame. To which the Captaine an- 
{wered, if there were no caufe hee was the gladder, but 


vpon further inquirie, vnderftanding that thofe in whom | 


Toh Sanders had received moft {pecial confidence and left 
in his ftead to governe the reft were at the Plantation, chi- 
ther hee went, andto be briefe, madeknowne the Indians 
urpofe and che end of his owne comming,as alfo (which 
formerly I omitted). chatif afterward they durft nocthere 
tay, it.was the incendment of the Gouernoursand people. 
of PLimsonth there to xeceiue them till they could be bet- 
ter prouided: but if they conceiued of any other courfe 
that might bee more likely for their good, that him- 
felfe fhould further them therein to the vetermoft of his 


sower.. Thefe men comparing other circumftances with, 


chatithey now heard, anfwered, they could expeét no bet- 
ter, and it was Gods mercy that they were not killed be- 
fore his comming, defiring therefore that hee would neg- 


le€&t no. opportuiucie to :proceede: Hereupon heeadvifed 


them to fecrecy, yet'withall co fend {peciall command to 
one third of their Company that were farche(t off to come 


~ home, and there enioyne them on paine of death to keepe 


the cowne, himfelfe allowing them a pint of /ndian corne 
toa man for aday. (though that ftore hee had was {pared 
out of our {eed,) Téheweather prouing very wet and ftor- 
my, it was thelonger before hee could doeany thing. 


Inthemeane time an Jndian came to him and brought | 
fome furres, but rather to gather what hee couldfrom the ° 


Captaines, thencomming then fortrade; andthough the: 
Captainecarryed things as fmoothly as poflibly he could, 
yct at his returne hee reported heefaw by his eyes chathee 
was angry in his heart, and therefore beganne to fufpeéct 
themfelues difcoucred., . This caufed'one Peck/wor who

-in company of another fhipthree hundred Leagues at Sea, 
and now in three moneths ume heard no further of her, 
“onely the fignes of a wrack were {eene on the coaft,which 
could not be iudged to be any other then the fame.
